Mir..Chafee has given this weed exterm- - 
inator n thorough trial teat and has called 
the attention of several farmers to it, who 
are willing to recommend it in tbe highest 
terms.

Now York.— tPrcal ilon t Roosevelt 
has written another letter on the 
Moyer-Hnywood-Pottlbone case, this 
time to tlu> Central Federated union, 
to which It was read Sunday. In It ho 
illumines that If ovldeneo 1b submit- 
ted to h! in showing that there" has 
been a miscarriage of Justlco, ho will 
bring such evidence to the attention 
ot the attorney gcnornl for such 
notion, If any, as It may bo -In the 
lib wer of the federal authorities to 
take. 

The communication was the formal 
reply of the president to the commlt- 
.tco of the union which recently called 
upon the president in .Washington and 
requested him to set 'forth In general 
his attitude toward the accused men, 
and specifically why he had referred 
to Moyer and Haywood aa "undoalru- 
ble- citizens." 

Hla Reply tn Full. 

The president's letter follows: 
"The White House, Washington, May 

2, '07. 

"My Dear Mr. Henry— When you, 
In company -with Messrs. Conk ley and 
Drown called upon .me this morning I 
read you the letter I bad written to 
the attorney general on March 2D, 
1906. At your request I gladly send 
you tbo following extract from that 
letter: 

"'Our duly la {It It should ever bap- 
pen that wo had any power In the 
matter) to see that exact Justice Is 
done these men. There must bo. no 
condonation of lawlessness on our 
part, even If the lawlessness takes the 
form at an effort to avenge the 
wrongs committed by the lawlessness 
of others. The aole questions as re- 
gards Haywood and Moyer must bo 
the question whother or not they can 
be shown to be guilty of this particu- 
lar net, and thoir legal rights must be 
aa carefully safeguarded ns those of 
any other men. 

"It Is alleged that they were extra- 
dited from Colorado in a mnnner tlmt 
amounted to n betrayal of their legal 
rights. I should like to have the dis- 
trict attorney of Colorado, and, If- nec- 
essary, the district attorney of Idaho, 
give me such information as they can 
on this point. I should like to get 
from the district attorney of Idaho 
any information that ho can obtain 
as to whether or not there has been 
the slightest disposition shown by the 
Authorities In Idaho to act townrd 
these men In an unfair or improper 
manner, or to deny them thoir legal 
rights. On the other hand I should 
like to know whether there Is any 
symptom of a mlscarlrage of justice tn 
their favor. 
I Promises Full Legal Rights. 

"The Intemperate violence with 
which the socialistic or labor papers, 
like that of Debs, and I am sorry to 
say some labor organizations, have In- 
sisted without any knowledge of the 
facts upon treating these men aa mar- 
tyra to the cause of labor has unques- 
tionably resulted In tremendous pres- 
sure being brought to bear upon the 
authorities of Idaho to discharge or 
acquit them, whether guilty or Inno- 
cent. So far as the 'unions are anxious 
only to see that exact justice Is done 
these men; that they are given their 
full legal rights and not condemned 
unless proved guilty of this specific 
act, they are entitled to tho cordial 
cooperation of all Just and fair-minded 
citizens." 

"In response to your question, It Is, 
I trust, needless for mo to say that If 
at any tlmo you or anyone else can 
submit to ino any evidence showing 
that thero has been a miscarriage of 
justice for or against Messrs, Moyer 
or Haywood, which you believe It is In 
nry power to remedy, I will at once 
bring Hitch evidence to the attention 
of the attorney general to have him 
give it the fullest consideration and 
to take thereon such nctlon, if any, as 
It may be In the power of the federal 
authorities to take. Sincerely yours, 
Theodore Roosevelt." 

Committee Was Satisfied, 
In the discussion that followed ft 
motion to accept the committee's re*, 
port a delegate charged that tho presi- 
dent had evaded tho Issue. This called 
"forth a response- from Delegate Coak- 
ley, Tho latter, said that the commit- 
tee considered tho intervlow satisfac- 
tory and that it was "not up to tho 
president to prove that there had been 
A miscarriage of Justice, but to those 
defending Moyer. and Haywood." 

After several delegates had been 
heard It. was decided to forward a 
copy of the lettor to counsel for the 
Indicted Idaho labor leaders and let 
them submit to President Roosevelt 
"any evidence they might have that 
there had boon a .miscarriage of Jus* 
tlco in the 'extradition of tho men. 



San Frauclsco, — Tho street car mr> 
tormen and conductors struck Sunday, 
tying up tho street car system ot this 
city. In lieu of the cars, all sorts of 
vehicles, from automobiles to express 
wagons, were used by the public. 

The ~ motornien and conductors of 
tho United Railroads early Sunday 
morning voted to declare a strlko 
after having failed to obtain an eight- 
hour dny and a flat wage of three dol- 
Itirp. 

The strikers have been reenrorcod 
by the stationary firemen, who de- 
mand recognition of their union and 
an increase of wnges from $2.75 to 
$3.25 per day, It is probable that oth- 
er allied trades will come to the sup- 
port of tbe platform men. There was 
no disorder, as no attempts were 
made by the railroad officials to take 
cars from the barns, but It Is expected 
that an effort to run cars will bo made 
Monday. 

President Patrick Calhoun says that 
tho United Railroads compaay will 
operato Its lines Independently of the 
car men's union and If resisted, will 
demand from the city and state au- 
thorities the full protection guaran- 
teed by the law. The officials of the 
company have been making elaborate 
preparations to run cars In the event 
of a strike and they claim to bare sev- 
eral hundred experienced men ready 
to take tbe places of tbe strik- 
ers. 

In the event of tho city and state 
being unable to provide protection in 
case of serious trouble, federal assist- 
ance may bo invoked on tbe grotrnd 
that the United Railroads Investment 
company, of Now Jersey, which is the 
holding corporation of tho United 
Railroads, is a corporation foreign to 
this state. It is reported that Farley, 
the noted strike-breaker, Is In tho city 
and that ho will have charge of the 
strike-breaking operations. 




MEXICAN DAM GIVES WAY. 



Two Score Men Engulfed and Many 
Are Dead. 

Chihuahua, Hex.— One of tbe groat 
walls of the Clurvlscar dam gave way 
Thursday, engulfing nearly 40 men 
under the enormous weight of mason- 
ry and water. Between 15 and 20 of 
tho workmen nro dead. 13 are Injured 
and soveral others unaccounted for. 
Some of tho Injured will die. 

Meager details of tho affair reached 
hero Friday morning, when the judi- 
cial authorities and several surgeons 
departed Immediately for the scene. 

Tho disaster la the latest of a largo 
number which have recently claimed 
nearly 200 victims In this state, and 
mostly In the neighborhood of Chi- 
huahua. Tho authorities are making 
n thorough investigation Into the pres- 
ent catastrophe and will severely pun- 
ish those upon whom thoy place tho 
blame. 

According to tho version of tho af- 
fair which reached here, tho men wero 
working on a foundation close to the 
foot of the main rampart of the dam 
which had already been constructed. 
The main wall was weak and gave out 
under tho water pressure. Tbe dam 
was being put in for Irrigation and 
stock-watering purposes and was' a 
large enterprise. Tbe ' loss will be 
heavy. All the victims are Mexicans.

OTHERS SAVED FROM BOAT. 



Steamer Westgate la Destroyed When 
„ Cargo of Benzine Blows Up In 
the Bay of Biscay, 



Plymouth, England. — The Brit 
lab, steamer Westgate-, from Rosario 
March 24 for tbo Tyne, arrived 
bero Friday and landed .the sur- 
vivors of tbo crew of tho British 
tank ateamer -■ Sllverllp, which wbb 
destroyed by explosions of benzine in 
her cargo Wednesday while passing 
through the Bay of Biscay. 

Tbo Sllverllp, Capt Hocken, which 
belonged to the Shell Transport and 
Trading company of London, was on 
her way homo from Singapore, The 
explosions burst tho vessel's decks 
open and set fire to tbo ship. The en- 
gineer and Tour firemen wero killed 
and four others of tho crew wero res- 
cued by the Westgate and brought to 
this port. 

Tho first blast 'on tho Sllverllp oc- 
curred In tank No. 4. It damaged the 
sides of the ship and tore up the deck 
amidships. She soon became a mass 
of (lames, .which towered 70 to 80 feet 
above tho steamer. Tho flro sprend 
from tank to tank, each 'advance of 
the conflagration being marked by 
deafening explosions.. Tho wreckage 
from tbe ship and the sea around here 
wero covered with blazing oil. 

The sailors succeeded tn launching 
tho steel lifeboats, but many of the 
men had to' Jump overboard and swim 
to reach thorn. Soon after tho c row- 
had taken to tho boats tbo West Rate. 
which had been attracted by the 
clouds of smoke, picked up the sur- 
vivors. 

The Sllverllp was built at. New- 
castle- in 1903, was of 4,904 tons net 
register, 470 feet long and about 55 
feet beam.

Whst Shall Ws DoT— I've Got to Build 

Granaries. 

A letter written to a Canadian a 0T . 
ornmont ngont from Tipton, Indiana, 
la but one of many similar that nro in 
tho hands of the Canadian government 
agents whoso privilege it Is to offer 
one hundred and nlxty acres ot land 
free, and low railway fares. But horo 
la a copy of tho letter: 

"Tipton, Ind, ( Nov, 28, 1000, 
"At your earnest solicitation a party 
of ub from Tipton left May IB tor 
Western Canada. Our Interviews with 
you and a careful study of your liter- 
ature led us to oxpect great things of ' 
your country when wo should arrive 
there, and wo woro. not disappointed. 
Wo went prepared |o make a careful 
examination of tbo country and tits re- 
sources, and wo did so. At early dawn 
tho second morn lag out of Tipton we 
awoko In n now world. A a far as the 
eye- could reach was an apparently 
limitless expanso of now sown wheat 
and prairie grosses. Tbo vivid green 
of tho wheat lust beginning to stool 
out and tho' Inky blackness of tho 
soil contrasted In a way beautiful to 
see. An hour or two later we steamed 
Into Winnipeg. Hero wo found a num- 
ber, of surprises. A hundred thousand 
soul s wel I housed, rirlthV every: con- 
venience that goes to make a modern 
up-to-date city— bank's,, hotels, 'news- - 
papers, stores, electric light, street 
railways, sewerage, waterworks, as- 
pbalt pavement*, everything. With 
eyes and ears open we traveled for 
two thousand miles through Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan and Albert*, going out 
over tho Canadian Pacific railway, via 
Calgary to Edmonton, and returning 
to Winnipeg over the Canadian North- 
ern railway. In * the meantime • we 
made several side trips and' stopped 
off at a number of points whore we 
made drlvos lato the surrounding 
country.

"Claims,'" tbo occasional steam plow 
turning Its twenty or thirty acres- a 
day, tho sod house, tho unpalntcd 
bouso of wood, tbo up-to-date modern 
residence with largo red barn by, all 
thcBO were soon everywhere wo went 
an earnest of prosperity and wealth to 
be. Wo talked with men. and visited 
their places that four years ago was 
unbroken prairie. .Their bouses, 
barns, implements and live stock were 
tho equal of anything In Tipton Coun- 
ty, and why not, when thoy were rata 
lng five, ten and twenty, yes, 1 In one 
Instance, forty thousand bushels of 
wheat a year. . The fact, that such 
large yields ot wheat are raised so 
easily -and so surely Impressed ub 
very favorably. And when we saw 
men who tour or five years ago com- 
menced there with two or three thou- 
sand dollars, and wero now as wel) 
fixed and making money much easier 
and -many tlmos faster than lots of 
our acquaintances on Indiana'; farms 
fifty years cleared and valued at. four 
times as much, we decided to invest 
So we bought In partnership 'a little 
over two thousand acres, some of It 
Improved and In wheat 

Beforo leaving Indiana we agreed 
that if tbo opportunities wero as great 
na they were represented to be, that 
wo would buy, and own In partner- 
'ship a body of land, and leave one of 
our number to look after and operato 
It This wo accordingly did. 

Just beforo tlmo to thresh I re- 
ceived a letter from him. - "What ahatl 
wo do?" aald ho; "1'yo got to build 
granaries. There's so much, wheat 
that tho railways are Just swamped. 
Wo can't get cars and the -elevators 
are all full. I never: saw -anything 
like It"* In reply wo wrote, "Good for 
you. Go ahead and build; your story 
Bounds bettor than the letters we used 
to got from our friends in Kansas 
when thoy bewailed tbo fact- that the 
hard wheat had been destroyed by the 
chinch bugs and the "corn by hot 
winds, and that" they muat sell the 
stock for means to llvo on. Yes, build 
by all means," And he did, and our 
wheat put In by" a renter made twon- 
ty-aovon bushels per aero.

Many Measures of Importance Are to 
i Ba Acted Upon Before Adjourn- 
ment—Many Weeks of 
Time Waited. 



Springfield.— AHcr four months of 
dawdling;, tho legislature now awnltce 
to the fact that, although llio cloaliig 
days aro upon It, nearly all the really 
Important buBlnoaa still remains to bo 
finished. Tho - lawmakers are anxious 
to adjourn, but work Is stacked, up so 
high that only a frnntlc burst or 
speed, with the legislative! 'machlncry 
worklng from early morning until 
night, will clear up tho work In a 
week, 

la lils message Gov. Deacon cau- 
tloncd agalnBt leaving everything for 
n grand eleventh hour rush, but the 
admonition fell on deaf' earn. There 
■wero two months ot 'loafing and lotiti 
glng fn committees, then came a full 
month In which the' April elect Jon* 
bold legislative activity In BUBponso' 
Another month of talking and bicker- 
ing and debating, with an occasional 
hill slipping through, but the weighty 
ones still sticking In the hopper, and 
now the f miners of laws awake to' tho 
chilling. fact that, with th'c'Unio of de- 
parture nt hand, the bulky legislation 
still remains to ho handled. , , 

Special Session Not Likely. 

Tho prospect'B of a. special session 
.has been diminished In proportion as 
the willingness of the assembly to act 
on administration measures has In- 
creased; While tho. legislative dignity 
has not boon Injured considerable con- 
cession a have been proposed on sev- 
eral bills which wcro In tho Hat of 
"provocations/* In tho house appro* 
lirliitlons committee- the om nihil 3 im- 
provement bill for charitable Institu- 
tions, which the senate framed up 
against tho state board of "charities 
and which It passed in that shape, vain 
it mended to add $003,(100 to the allot- 
ments of tho Institutions which had 
Buffered most In the upper house. 
Even this concession gives tho state 
board only one-fifth of what It lost 
when the senate cut Its bill, but it will 
enable the board to carry out many. of 
Its pinna which .could not have been 
put In effect otherwise, The house 
will pass the bill with those amend* 
meats, and then it will go to a con- 
ference between tho house and Donate 
committers. IT the senate tn tho end 
proves willing to make tho concessions 
It Is probable that tho governor will 
accept the 'amended bill. 



Local Option Questions. , 

Prospects that the .Republicans 
would develop a practically solid front 
L for tho Berry local option bill In the! 
house have been discussed. Some of 
the party leaders outside of the legis- 
lature have pointed out that as the 
Berry bill does not afreet Chicago, 
thoro aro many -Republican members 
from Cook county who not only can 
afford to" -support It but will receive 
positive political bcnetlt from such 
support. 

It is suggested that If the Republi- 
can party fulls to give tho state tho 
bill desired* the Prohibitionists may .be 
expected to cut deeply Into the Repub- 
lican pluralities of many districts two 
years tionco. 

Tho steering committee named at 
tho local option caucus has evolved a 
plan of campaign. 

A break/ between Douglas Pattisou, 
minority leader, and Lee O. Browne, 
chairman of tho Democratic steering 
committee,, over an Insurance bill, and 
again ever the dance hall bill, gave 
rise to talk that Pattleon and a follow- 
ing ho could control might bo taken 
from tho local option opposition. 



Victory for Bankers. 

Illinois' hankers and lawyers who 
havo been working for the passage of 
the bill for a uniform law of negotia- 
ble . Instruments at Springfield .' were 
gratified to learn that the bill had been 
passed by the house. 'It passed the 
senate several days ago, -and Gov. 
DeneenfB oxpeated to sign It. Tho 
bill was drafted by tho uniform law 
commission, and its provisions tire In- 
dorsed by the American Bar associa- 
tion, tho Illinois Bar association and 
tho' Illinois Bankers' association. " 



Smulekl Keeps His Pledge. 

In fulfillment of his pledge, made 
before election, to turn Into the treas- 
ury all monoy received rrom": tho 
banks as Interest on state funds depos- 
ited, State Treasurer. Smutskl; paid 
over $13,31-1. interest from January 29, 
the day.he took possession' of the 
treasurer's c-fflce, to April 1. 



Changes Two-Cent Faro Bill. 
Senator Berry has amended Mb Jwo- 

cent faro bill so as to. make It possible 
-for roads to soil tickets at throe coats 
'a mile when they are "not purchased 

within 30 minutes of the departure of 

trains. 



Anti-Scafplng Bl|( Advanced. 
.. Senate bill 53E>, the antl-tlckot abalp- 
ing measure, was advanced to third 
reading, House bill 443, appropriating 
$3,006. a year for. the use of tho Illi- 
nois Dairy men's 'association, also was 
'seat to. third "reading, 
■ Tho following bills wero passed; ■ 
! ^Senate, bill 304,' revising the farm 
drainage dot. 

House t>!ll r 848, providing for a ajato 
grain inspector, requiring state 'licens- 
ing of warehouses and giving tho rail- 
road aud .warehouse commission in- 
.pervision-Qf the 'same. 



Advance Two-Cent Fare Bill. 
. The house two cent railroad fare hill 
as amended by the senato wss ad- 
vanced to third reading and mado a 
special ordor on its passage for JUny 
7. Tho measure, as changed, pro- 
vides for a flat two-cent rate and 
gives conductors tho right to exact 
throb cents n- mllo from paasongers 
who fail to purchase a ticket The 
original house measuro was an amend- 
ment to the extortion act and as 
changed by tho senators it Is made a 
separate act, because tho * constitu- 
tionality o' tho blllas passed by tho 
house was questioned. The opinion 
prevails that the senate will Bend tho 
bill to tho house on tho~7tli after 
final pnssago for concurrence In the 
amendment. This will bo the final 
act In the legislative process. It Is 
understood tho house leaders havo 
agreed to 'accept the bill as amended 
by the seriate. After tho house con- 
curs the bill will then ho scut to Gov. 
Dcneoa for his approval. 

Senate Remains Firm. 
- Tho much-discussed appropriations 
bills controversy was Intensified when 
the senato defentod an effort to 
amend the omnibus measuro carrying 
tho sums appropriated for tho vari- 
ous state offices. Tho strife camo 
ovor.tho money allowed the state 
civil service commission which It Is 
asserted is practically put out of busi- 
ness;, by tho monger Bum of J10,EO0 
given In tho original amount asked, 
$29,000, was defeated by a voto of 
20 to 8. 

A clean $1,000,000 Is cut from tho 
requests mndo for ordinary expenses 
and -Improvements at the Btatc univer- 
sity. Chicago received courteous 
treatment, as the senato committee 
on appropriations allowed tho sum of 
WSflflQO for the puroposc or tho uni- 
versity taking over the building of 
the Collego or Physicians and Sur- 
geons In Chicago. 



Two House Dills Passed. 

House bill 740, prohibiting ware- 
house men from delivering or grain 
inspectors from permitting delivery of 
grain from warehouses without notice 
from warehouse registrar that ware- 
house receipts have been registered 
for cancellation. 

Houso hill "411, establishing a board 
of commissioners of uniform state 
Jaws for tho promotion of uniformity 
of legislation with other states and 
tho United States. 



Status of Legislation. 

A few important measures have 
been passed, among them the bills ap- 
propriating $150,000 for tho prosecu- 
tion of tho Illinois Central suits and 
tho outer driveway bill for the bcau- 
tlflcatlon of Chicago. Chicago's char- 
ter still waits action, n.i do nearly all 
the heavyweight measures, which, In 
tho prospectus, were to havo formed 
the contribution of the forty-fifth gen- 
eral asaerably^to tho statute books- 

Deposit Bill Passes. 

Ouo of the bills that has bona urged 
by Gov. Denecn, that creating a state 
doposit board for the loaning of pub- 
lic funds for the benefit of the state, 
was. passed by thc_ senate, 20 to. IV just 
tho" necessary - majority. Tho bill 
was Introduced early' In 'the session 
and after having been amended a 
number of times was advaaccd to 
third reading, whore It has romalnod 
until called up by Senator Breldt, 



Pure Food BUI Mangled. 

After a long and noisy struggle tho 
house Friday' night adopted tho 
amended substitute for the pure food 
bill but I" a form so changed that, its 
sponsor, Judgo LIndly, will hardly 
recognize It when ho sees It In cold 
print. Taking advantago of the fact 
.that they were for the tlmd being In 
the majority, the Democratic mem- 
bers of tho bouse forced tho adoption 
of amendments to tho bill. 



Perceive' Favor to Standard Oil, 

House bill 379 -stirred up trouble. 
Charges that the bill was drawn "In 
the Interests of tho Standard Oil com- 
pany wore made, and after a debate 
tho. matter went over to permit In- 
vestigation of tho subject. * The bill 
ostensibly Is designed to prohibit. waste 
of natural gas, requires, secure ^piping 
of all oil and gas and prohibits the 
pumping of wells to increase the flow. 



Deneen Appeals for Russia, 

An appeal for aid' for the starving 
millions In Russia v f ram the people of 
Illinois was issued by Gov. Deneen In 
a proclamation which recites tho fail- 
ure of crops In tho empire and urging 
contributions to tho Russian famine 
relief committee, of which Charles L.

TORNADO IN THIS 



SEVERAL TOWNS ARE WIPED 
OUT OF EXISTENCE, - 



LOSS OF LIFE IS SMALL 



Many Persons Suffer Severs Injuries 
I —Wires/ Are Blown Down 
and Details Aro 
Scanty. 

Fort Worth, Tex.— A storm of wind 
and rain which was general through- 
out a considerable area In northern 
Texas Monday and which' at some 
places assumed tho proportions of a' 
tornado, according to meager reports 
received here rosulted In the loss of 
at least three lives, the Injury of many 
other persons and great damage to 
property and crops. 

Several villages were wiped out but 
becauso of tbo prostration of both tel- 
egraph and tolophone wires, details 
arc almost Impossible to obtain. 

At Deport, ono of the largest vil- 
lages In Lamar county, 20 miles from 
Paris, tho Btorm passed northeast, cut- 
ting a path about 100 yards wide. Tho 
business part of tho town was not 
touched, the damage being In tho resi- 
dent district. 

At tho vlllagb of Antloch, or Pleas- 
ant Grove, as It Is also called, tho 
whole villago was practically des- 
troyed. This, Is In the tornado belt 
and most of tho houses are provided 
with storm cellars. To this fact In duo 
tho oscapo of a number of those who 
wero caught almost In tho path of 
tho storm. The home of William 
Lemmons was destroyed, entailing a 
loss of about 110,000. 

Tho renter of tho place named Bar- 
zll. whoso family consisted of himself 
and seven . children, saw the Btorm 
coming and mado a run for the cellar 
at tho Lornmons home. Barxll waa 
caught by tho wind before he could 
reach shelter and crushed by flying 
debris. Five of the children reached 
tho cellar In safety, but Mrs. Barzll 
and two of the children wero fear- 
fully Injured and fears are entertain- 
ed for their recovery. 
- The home of James Forguson was 
destroyed and Mrs. Ferguson was 
dangerously hurt by flying debris. 
Ben Poguo and his wlfa wore badly 
hurt whon their homo waa blown 
down, but it Is thought they may re- 
cover. Mrs. Sid Lackey was hurt and 
will probably die. 

Tho village of Birth wrlght w.is* des- 
troyed and it was known that at least 
one death occurred there f.nd It 
Is - said ono person was fatally 
hurt

men ready for an outbreak, but they 
are held In check by n large fivee of 
rarnles. Tho trouble In the Rio Blan- 
co mills was due, so the men charge, 
to tho fact that they were" required to 
do a large amount of extra work Tor 
which they wero not paid and In the 
mills at Nogales one of the men en- 
gaged In a fight, with a follow em- 
ploye for which ho was arrested and 
discharged from tho mills. His fellow 
workers demanded his reinstatement 
and .when tho demand was" refused 
thoy wont on Btrlke.
